While the Terminal Disclaimer filed on 1 1/4/09 has been approved, and the double patenting rejection for claims 1 8 and 1 9 has been 
withdrawn, claims 18 and 19 are still rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Applicant argues on Page 4 that even if the "update flag" discussed in Mitsuda is applied to the plurality of DMAs discussed in Park, the 
following construction is merely obtained such that "update flag for indicating whether or not the pervious writing in the respective one area 
(i.e. the respective one DMA) has been terminated normally." However, if Park in view of Mitsuda yields the construction that "update flag 
for indicating whether or not the previous writing in the respective one area (i.e. the respective one DMA) has been terminated normally", as 
indicated by Applicant, then it must be obvious that since Park has a plurality of areas and thus a plurality of DMAs, that a plurality of 
reliability information can be used, the plurality of reliability information corresponding to the plurality of areas. 

Applicant argues on Page 4 that even if the "update flag" disclosed in Mitsuda is applied to the plurality of DMAs disclosed in Park, the 
following construction is merely obtained such as "update flag for redundantly indicating whether or not the writing of same information has 
been terminated normally." However, [0048] of Park does not disclose the recorded value in DMA1 , the recorded value in DMA2, the 
recorded value in DMA3 and the recorded value in DMA4 are same to each other, but rather [0048] of Park discloses that the DMA region 
that DMA1, DMA2, DMA3, and DMA4 store the same information, but rather [0048] of Park discloses that the DMA includes a plurality of 
areas (DMA1, DMA2, DM A3 and DMA4), where final values of the TDMA are transferred to the DMA in general. There is no disclosure 
that final values of the TDMA are redundantly stored into each of DMA1, DMA2, DMA3, and DMA4, and there is no mention of redundancy 
of the final values of the TDMA. Since Applicant's argument on Page 4 is based on duplication of the final values, the argument cannot be 
considered. 
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
